Sax F rancisco, December 28th.—Alex­ 
ander G. Abell died at his home in this 
city this morning. H e was widely known 
through his activity in establishing Masonry 
on the Pacific coast. H e was born in New 
Y ork in 1818, and catre to California in 
1847. H e was elected in 1861 to the Slate 
Senate as a Republican, and was Chairman 
of the Republican State Central Committee 
from 1875 to 1879. 
He was once President 
of the California Pioneers. 
He had been 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Free and Accepted Masons for thirtv-five 
years. For eight years he was Grand Com­ 
m ander of California Commanderv, No. 1, 
Knights Templar. 
The death of Mr. Abell was not unex­ 
pected. His twodaughters—Mrs. Baiiey, wife 
of Captain Bailey of the United States army, 
and Mrs. Charles Tripple—were with their 
father during his late illness and up to the 
moment cf death this afternoon. 
Grand Master Conklan and M. M. Estee 
have sent telegrams to all the officers of 
the Grand Lodge stating that the funeral 
ceremonies would lake place on Thursday 
from Masonic Temple. These officers re­ 
side in various parts of the State. Twenty- 
one members of the Grand Lodge have re­ 
plied that they would be in attendance. 
Thomas H. Caswell, who has been a life­ 
long friend of the deceased, sent telegrams 
to a:l cities where triennial conclaves have 
been held, announcing the death of the 
Grand Secretary. 
The Grand Lodge will have charge of the 
funeral. California Commandery, No. 1, 
Knights Templar, will act as escort. The 
Royal Arch Masons, all the blue lodges or 
members from them , and in fact 
all 
branches of the Masonic Order in this 
State, and many from other coast States, 
will have representatives at the obsequies.

and Costa 
Rica, 
Lieutenant George P. Scriver, U. S. A.; 
Republic of Honduras and the British 
Colony of Honduras, Captain Gilbert P. 
Cotton, U. S. A ; 
Republic of Yenrzuela 
and the Guiana Colonies, Lieutenant Roger 
Wells, Jr., U. S. N.; 
Republic of Peru, 
Lieutenant W illiam E. Safford, U. 8. N.; 
Republic of Chile, Lieutenant Charles H. 
Hawlor, U. 8. N ; Argentine Republic and 
Republics of Uruguay and Paraguay. Sur­ 
geon D. N. Bertolette, U. S. N ; Republic of 
Brazil, Captain Alexander Rodgers, U.S.A., 
and Lieutenant Frank E. Sawyer, U. S. A. 
“I bave the honor to request, also, that 
these officers be instructed to carry to the 
Presidents of the several South American 
Republics, and the Governors of the Colo­ 
nies, formal letters of invitation from your­ 
self to such Presidents and Governors, re­

There is no expectation on ihe part of this 
Government that Salisbury will modify bis 
demand that any arbitration shall fully 
embrace and dispose of the claim of the 
United Slates to monopolize the seal eatch- 
iDg in Behrittg Sea, nor is there any prc li­ 
ability of arrangements of tbe mods* ri- 
rendi to cover the approaching sealiug 
season. 
So loDg as the firms and individuals at 
Victoria engaged in Behring Sea seal fish­ 
ing are enabled to safely prosecute that in­ 
dustry nnder the British flag they bave no 
motive to nse other than their own vessels, 
bnt it is a fact well known to our consular 
and revenne officers that the withdrawal 
of the British mercantile flag from Behring 
Sea. either by negotiation or by force, 
would-be followed by an invasion of ves­ 
sels which, pursuant to arrangements be­ 
tween tbe owners and masters of such ves­ 
sels and the syndicate sealing firms at 
Victoria, will siail under the German Hag. 
Tbe freedom of Behring sea seal fishery 
to flags of all nations is a circumstance that

L o n d o n , December ”3:h.-H aving been 
advised that he cannot briDg suit for libel 
with hops, of success, Captain O’Sbea has 
published a letter to disprove the truth of 
Tim othy Healy s taunt tbat he bartered his 
wile's honor lo gain a seat in Patliam ent. 
Tbe letter is dated Stalbridge, December 


The writer says: "W hen I was a Liberal 
I did my best to promote yeur (Healy’s) 
candidature as a L'beral and a supporter of 
Gladstone at Middle- Armazb, and after­ 
ward at Liverpool in 1885. 
I quote from a 
letter from Chamberlain to me dated De­ 
cember 20, 1890, in which he says: 'I as­ 
sum e tbat you will take some notice of the 
brutal attack on you made bv Mr. Healy at 
K ilkenny, although, unless' I am m uch 
mistaken, you will have no legal remedy- 
His statem ents are entirely inconsistent 
wiib what I know of the general election 
of 1385.’ 
•"According to m y recollection Parnell 
neglected at first to give you anv assistance, 
and did not do so until he bad so m e letters 
front m y s e lf to another p erso n pointing out 
that the Liberal party bad b een of real ad­ 
vantage to both, and that su ch services 
continue equally necessary if it were de­ 
sired to maintain any kind' of friendly rela­ 
tions between tbe Irish Nationalists and 
tbe Liberal party. Respecting Galway, I 
find that I wrote yon to the effect in Janu­ 
ary, 1836, which letter I authorize you to 
publish if you think it useful. This corre­ 
spondence ought to afford sufficient evi­ 
dence that no such complicity existed as 
your traducer has been base enough to in­ 
sinuate.’ 
“The letter from Chamberlain is marked 
‘privRte’ and is dated Jnnuary 22. 1886. It 
contains the following; ‘In the present 
condition of Irish affairs it is more than 
ever unfortunate that you bave not found 
a seat. 19 there any chance of your stand­ 
ing for one of those now vacant in Ire­ 
land? Surely there must be an interest in 
the Irish partv to keep open the channels 
of communication with the Liberal lead­ 
ers. If any possible co-operation is ex­ 
pected it is clear that a great deal of pre­ 
lim inary talk m ust be bed, and I doubt if 
any Liberal leader is at present in direct or 
indirect communication with the Irish 
representalives. Certainly, I find myself 
very much in the dark respecting tbeir in­ 
tentions and wishes. 
Cannot you get 
Parnell’s exequatur for one of the vacant 
seats? It is really the least he can do for 
you after all you have done for him .’ ” 


AM ERICAN FO R K 


Probability Tbat Italy W ill Rem ove the 
Restriction* Against it. 


R o m e, December28tb.—The Italian Gov­ 
ernm ent several years ago prohibited the 
importation ot American pork and lard, 
and soon after extended the prohibition to 
all countries. It has just taken a step, 
however, which, it is believed, will resnlt 
in tbe removal of the restriction agaiiiat 
tbe United States. Tbe Minister of the 
Interiur has issued a decree recitiDg that 
Italy is satisfied that Germany is taking 
every safeguard 
to 
insure tbe 
health 
of its home products fjrthw ith. A certifi­ 
cate from a health officer is to accompany 
each shipment. 
Inasm uch as the inspection laws cf Ger­ 
many are no more rigid than these exist­ 
ing in the United States, it is believed that 
Italy, whose trade relations 
with 
the. 
United States have been rapidly growing, 
until now they have reached figures ex­ 
ceeded only by three nations, will be 
willing 
to 
remove the embargo upon 
American pork and lard upon sim ilar 
assurances from the Uniied States of a 
thorough inspection. 
■ 
It is known that the Government is 
highly pleased with tbe increasing trade 
with the United States, which has been 
less affected by the Dew tariff than that of 
other nations. 
It is believed that the matter has been 
taken up by Secretary Blaine, and that ne­ 
gotiations are pending. The agents of a 
num ber of American shippers are now in 
this country. They say that the removal 
of the restrictions against the United States 
wouid prove of the greatest benefit, and 
that they are satisfied a large m arket is 
awaiting such action. 


Sulphate of Copper. 


P a r i s , December 2Sih—The Rio Tinto 
Directors have declined to enter into a 
year's contract with a num bsr of vineyard 
syndicates for a supply of sulphate of cop­ 
per. The reasons ass'g-aed for the refusal 
are the reduction of their stock of copper 
ore, and large exports of stílptate of cop­ 
per to America. The syndicates want to 
secure great quantities of sulphates, which 
they use to avert disessj from vines in their 
vineyards.

Evidently peace Las not been ratified 
between Mr. H ill and Mr. Cleveland. 
It 
was on tbe wheel of rum or a month ago 
that it had all been settled, and that Mr. 
H ill was to take the Senatorial bird in the 
hand while Mr. Cleveland would seek the 
Presidential bird in the bush. 
Mr. H ill has evidently not ratified the 
compromise, if, indeed, it ever existed 
outside the realm of speculation. 
In 18S4 
Mr. Cleveland wrote a letter to A. J . 
W arner hostile to the position of the sil­ 
ver men, and especially opposed to the 
idea of free coinage. 
T hat letter has been 
a club, the blows of which Mr. Cleveland’s 
friends have been warding oil ever since, 
though upon the free coinage doctrine 
they m ight well have stood upon ground 
w ith him . 
The friends of the ex-Presi­ 
dent who desire his renomination have 
lately been at pains to give out that he 
has changed his views. 
It will be re­ 
called, for instance, that Senator Vest was 
one of these, he telling how angry Mr. 
Cleveland became, once upon a time, be­ 
cause Secretary Manning sent a letter to 
Congress taking a position against the 
silver dollar. 
Put Mr. Cleveland has not 
confirmed the narrative. 
Mr. H ill evidently thinks that all this 
indicates that the silver men are being 
placated by Mr. Cleveland’s promoters. 
Thereupon he jum ps in with vigor and 
announces that he is for free coinage 
“under proper iuternational ratio.” 
The 
speech in which he made this declaration, 
delivered about election time, is now hav­ 
ing wide circulation in the silver States 
and the W est, Mr. H ill’s friends scatter­ 
ing the pam phlet with great freedom and 
earnestly soliciting the people to read it. 
A t the same time 
the anti-Cleveland 
papers arc, as if moved by a common im ­ 
pulse, resurrecting the W arner letter and 
laying the lash upon Mr. Cleveland’s 
broad back sharply. 
From all of which it is clear that Gov­ 
ernor H ill proposes to be a candidate be­ 
fore the Democratic Presidential Conven­ 
tion, and th at he intends to play every 
card that comes to his hand to that end. 
It will impress thinking men, however, 
that it is all a “game;” that it is wanting 
in sincerity; that even Mr. H ill’s friends 
will not have the hardihood to claim for 
the maneuver anything more than sharp 
politics. 
The m atter 
strongly 
illustrates the 
readiness of th e machine politician, of 
which Mr. H ill is recognized as a fine ex­ 
ample, to trim his sails to favoring breezes, 
and it goes a long way, also, in exhibiting 
the hollowness of political scheming. 
Mr. 
H ill is a political accident, a recognized 
boss-ring machine politician; one of the 
kind who “goes in to win,” with little re­ 
gard to methods or means. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land, on the other hand, is in contrast to 
him as a man of convictions. 
H e believed 
w hat he wrote to Mr. W arner, and he has 
not yet, by pen or word of mouth, with­ 
drawn his expression. 
W hen opposing 
Mr. Cleveland most, we have never had 
occasion to doubt his sincerity. 
Even in 
the celebrated rushing of the Restriction 
Act to passage he was sincere, though the 
action, shared 'n by both political parties 
equally, was undignified and not in line 
with good faith with China. 
If these two 
citizens are the chief candidates before the 
Democracy in 1892 for Presidential nomi­ 
nation, and th at party blinders in choos­ 
ing, it will simply give point to the 6aying 
that it can be depended upon to make a 
mistake at the right tim e—for its op­ 
ponents.

The 
drama lee'.s this. Tee theater i$ struggling 
wi h fate. Edwin Booth and Joe Jefferson are 
types ol the new race of acton. 


To this editor Flower of the Spectator 
adds: 
This is true. We must have a theater with a 
moral impulse behind it. No educator could 
be made more powerful than this: no influence 
more potent to exalt manhood and woman­ 
hood, to make people see, feel and live a better 
life. 
B ut while all this is true enough, and 
while we must put a more sensitive con­ 
science behind the stage, we cannot do so 
with society demeanor as it is. 
So long 
as vicious and weak literature corrupts 
and degrades the taste without serious 
protest by society, so loDg as liberty gives 
license to the press to shame the name of 
journalism by outrageously indecent print 
and illustration ; as long as youth is made 
by these influences insensible to shame 
and contemptuous of modesty, the theater 
cannot be «aved. 
in fact it is, after all, no worse than 
most other social disorders; it is not more 
unclean than the cheap bawdy literature 
of the age; it is not more immodest than 
the prints th at hang in news windows; 
w ith its farce-comedy it is not weaker or 
more silly than the “stufl ” that sells so 
enormously through the weekly library 
series, in the main. 
No, the theater is 
quite abreast with the dominant taste of 
the day. 
W ere this not true, legitimate, 
elevating, 
entertaining 
drama 
would 
never be played to empty benches, while 
leg-shows aDd farce-comedy, indecency, 
purile “fun” and mere “monkey shines” 
draw crowded houses. 
W hen society, sur­ 
feited with filth and stomach full of inde- 


CATCHEENNY CHEATS. 


N ot long ago one of the many catch, 
penny devices to coin money out of local 
vanity was sprung upon this community. 
An “extra” edition of an alleged “jour­ 
nal,” foreign to tbe city, was to he issued, 
devoted wholly to “booming” Sacramento. 
The projectors swept in a goodly sum, of 
which the contributors were “dead losers,” 
for it profited tbem not a farthing, nor 
ever will.

TOO MUCH SAND. 


Schem e lor Rem oving an O bstacle to 
Railroads In Oregon. 
P ortland. December 28th.—Sand-storms 
along the upper Columbia have long been 
a great source of annoyance and expense to 
the company operating the railroad through 
that section. Trains are frequently being 
delayed a day or more at a time from sand 
blown on the track. 
Heretofore no systematic effort has been 
made to get rid of the same. A large gang 
of Chinese has been employed for vears at 
an expense of about $18,000 per year to 
simply shovel sand off the track and pile 
it up on the other side íd tbe most conve­ 
nient place for being blown on again. 
In 
some places the sand is 18 to 20 feet 
deep on each Bide of the track, the accu­ 
mulation of years, and much of it has been 
shoveled over hundreds of times. 
The present management have adopted 
a scheme for the removal of the sand by 
slnicing it into the river by means of a 
force púmp at the river, near which the 
road for a long distance runs. The scheme 
bids fair to prove a great success, as with a 
comparatively tm all pum p the sand is 
washed into the river.

New O rarg e, Olive an d F e a r O rc h ard s— 
W ater E xtension. 
[From the Auburu Eeputlicau.] 
There will be 500 more olive acd 500 
more psacli trees planted os .Eolia H rights 
this season. Some of the young olive trees 
planted there two years ago are bearing a 
few olives. 
Roaeviile farmers are all plowing and aav 
they never had a better season than this 
for work. The acreage already sowed is as 
large as the total area of grain in that dis­ 
trict last season. 
J. H . Callen,of Auburn, is about to begin 
the publication of a newspaper in Rocklin 
which he will call the Rocklin Journal 
The ntw paper will appear soon after 
January 1st. 
This will make seven news­ 
papers in Placer county. 
L. A. Gould, the pioneer olive planter of 
Auburn, says that after an absence of some 
years and after visiting all parts of the 
State, he is still convinced that this is one 
of the best olive districts in California. 
It 
produces the best crops, and tbe best 
quality of oil. 
Any place where nn'. trees 
do well is a good place for the olive if it is 
not too cold. 
Spring Valley vineyard near Rocklin, 
leased from J. P. W bitney, bv Captain 
Westcott, has produced over $6,000 r.et this 
year. It is sixteen years old and contains 
about 200,000 vines. The product this sea­ 
son was 12,000 boxes of raisins, and fifteen 
tons of loose raisins and dried grapes.

Mr. Evans, of Colfax, is preparing to 
plant eighty acres in fruit this coming 
spring, mostly in pears and prunes.

“ PEACE OS EIRTH.” 


A CHRISTMAS SEHHON BY THE EEV. W. 
S. HOSKINSON. 


I b th e S olem nity c f th e O ccasion N ot Ob* 
«cured by Too M uch ia th e W ay 
of M erry-M aking ? 


Rev. W. S. Hoskinson preached yester­ 
day in Firem an's Hali from the test: “And 
they shall call his name Im m anuel—God 
w ith us.”—Matt. i., 23. 
Christmas has come to mean so many 
things that we must slop and study a little 
to catch its true meaning. Thus this and 
that of our day are likely to distract from 
the tiue meaning of this day that which 
gives it its true significance. It is like the 
pealing of a bell far out on the hills—the 
valleys and the ridges take it up and toes 
it backward and forward until we can 
scarcely tell which is the original sound 
and which are merely echoes. So Christ­ 
mas to-day has many echoes. 
Thus we walk the streets of our fair city to 
catch the meaning of Christmas. Here the 
people throng, and faces are bright and 
happy and joyous. Ask one and another 
the meaning. One says: “Christmas meaua 
joy; it is the pledge of what we are so 
likely 
to forget in 
the busy cares of 
life that there is a great joy in lile.’1 
W ell, that is certainly true. A Christmas 
w ithout joy would be’ like a spring without 
blossoms and roses. Rut the blossoms and 
roses are not what make spring ; these do 
not even express the meaning ol spring. 
Go on to another, and he says: “Christ­ 
mas means kindness, 
the ’opening of 
hum an affections,” forgetting, forgiving—a 
sort of amnesty with ail the world. Tne 
language with this one wouid be, “Peace 
on earth.’’ 
And this is also an answer to 
the question, “ " ’hat is Christmas?’’ 
It 
does have the power to sofieu hearts, 
makes men feel the need of the needy, nuts 
us into sym pathy with all about’ us. 
Thanks to *he Chiistiau religion, charity 
and benevolence never llowed so gener­ 
ously as they do to day. Yes, this, too, is 
a m eaning of Chriiimas. 
Another takes still a wider view of it. 
This great festival, spreading every year to 
new peoples, tells ihat a i l the world is 
drawing closrr a n d closer together. 
It 
m e a L S that barriers are being broken down, 
and national prejudice and hatred arc 
dying out. It prophesies: 
“The federation 
of the nations a n d the parliam ent of the 
world. 
And this is a right grand, true 
meaning of Christmas; for, if it means any­ 
thing, if it is at nil real, it must point at 
last to tha:—the binding logther of men 
all over the world in one company of 
brethren. 
Some say it shows the power of Christi­ 
anity; others, that it is a sign of the truth 
of Christ s redemption, and so on end on. 
But in no one, nor in ail of these together, 
is really given what Christmas means at 
its very heart. 
We m ust find the true 
meaning in the event itself which Christ­ 
mas celebrates. And this event is very 
simple, yet very profound. “A child is 
born into the world; but that child is the 
Divine One himself, the great God.” 
Here 
we find ike meeting of infinite power and 
infinite weakness. God is coming to man; 
the Father is drawing nearer and nearer to 
his lost and bewildered child. The mean­ 
ing of Christmas is, then, God came to us 
God came to man that He might be united 
to us and we to Him—the union of God 
and man. Im m anuel—God with us, is 
thus the true meaning ot Christmas, and in 
this great palpable fact all other meanings 
find their true interpretation. 
And now that Christmas time has come 
again, and the day itself is past, how can 
we feel that it is a real Christmas to us in­ 
dividually unless we get at the verv heart 
of it and know that God has come to us. 
It means more than recalling old friends 
and friendships, anc the forming of new 
and pleasant relationships. It ought to be 
a very personal m atter with us, for it ex­ 
presses a personal relation. Im m anuel— 
God with us—is the true relation which it 
expresses for us. Nearly two thousand 
years ago the message came* to the shepherds: 
“ Unto you is born this day a Savior.” 
Every Christian m ust translate this into a 
particular personal message unto himself, 
and sa y : “ Unto me was horn this day a 
Savior.” 
He must hear the angels saying: 
“Unto thee. 
Not only to man in general, 
but to him in particular this message was 
sent. And now, unless by faith we can do 
that much, then cur Christmas falls short 
of what Christ meant it to be. 
Tiic years roll rapidly b r, and before we 
can realize it, Christmas comes again ; and 
as year after year, and seftsou alter season 
comes in turn, it is often hard to make the 
message a real m alter for us individually. 
Cares and anxieties are m ultipljing for us, 
parching the dews of youth, sufferings are 
borne that blast the elasticity of the spirit, 
and make Christ’s salvation seem a far-off, 
dream -like matter. Then what are we to 
do? 
W hen Christmas comes and calls us, 
and the world has been filling us with its 
prosperity or its bitterness, making the 
message to us a sort of unreal, impossible 
thing, is there any help? 
Possibly the plan adopted by those shep­ 
herds of Judea would be a good one for us. 
Iu fact I know of no better, more reason­ 
able way to settle the matter. “ Unto you 
is born this day a Savior," said the mes­ 
sage to those men of the East. And then 
they said: “ Let us go now and see this 
King who is come to passll—a very reason­ 
able thing to do. And away they went, 
over hill and valley, until they came to the 
place and went in and saw the child. 
Christmas is a realty when we come near 
and see lesus. 
We may receive gifts fine and costly; we 
may feast ourselves on the abundance of 
the season; we may receive the congratula­ 
tions of our friends and extend them in 
turn; we may open our hand to the poor 
and the needy; v e racy open our hearts and 
be made to feel tha* all the world is kin to 
ns; and yet if wc do not see tbe child Im ­ 
m anuel—God with us—the blessed Jesus 
who saves and redeems us, then Christmas 
is incomplete. 
T hink now much the New Testament 
makes of this simple experience of im m e­ 
diate personal contact, seeing Jesus. Wben 
Nathaniel objected that one from Nazarus 
could not be the Messiah, Philip 
says: 
'•Come and see.” If he only saw he could 
doubt no longer. And the people of Sam 
aria, who were seeking after the truth, 
were 
only satisfied 
af-er 
they 
had 
seen 
and beard 
Christ 
for 
them ­ 
selves. 
“ Now we 
believe, 
for 
we 
have 
heard him ourselves, and 
know 
that this is the Christ, the Savior of the 
world.” It ia that strange, hard to under­ 
stand or explain, power of personal contact 
that is here meant. Something came to 
them from the great presence cf the man, 
the deep eyes, the penetrating tones of his 
voice, that satisfied them 
They felt the 
Divine, and all doubts were made to van­ 
ish. 
As soon as they saw Him, they were 
drawn into tbe great currents of his lifa, 
and were made one with him. 
So it is the sense of divine touch which 
we must get; then Chirstmas has a mean­ 
ing for as. No Christmas wili do that much 
for us unless we can get away from the 
noise, and frolic, and gayety, and laughter, 
and confusion, and look only on Jesus. 
Then, when we have seen H im , felt his 
divine touch, so that we are comp?l!ed to 
cry out: ' My Lord and My God,” it is then, 
I say. that we, too, like the shepherds and 
all wise men, may come away from the 
blessed presence, our hearts bounding with 
joy unalterable and full of glory. 
There is such a thing as makiDg Christ­ 
mas too bright. We make this bright time 
“dark with excess of light.” 
There is so 
m uch of splendor in the shop windows, so 
m uch bustle on tbe streets, so much 
merry-making 
and 
jollity, 
so 
much 
publicity and rejoicing, that we lose the 
quiet, peaceful sense of the divine life 
touching ours. 
Is this not so with many 
Christians? 
The season comes and goes 
and leaves them very thirsty. Not because 
they have done 
envthiog 
particularly 
wrong, but because they have made their 
Christmas so much a thing of the outside. 
The trim ming of the Christmas tree, the 
selections of tbe gifts, the party-going, the 
feasting, the decoration of the churches, 
the Christmas music, the Christmas giving 
—all these, in themselves good, yet they 
are so much of the outward, and may ex­ 
press but little of inward life and contact 
with Jesus. 
If not. they leave a sort of 
bad taste in the mouth. 
It is not because 
this outward brightness, merriment, public 
exercise is wrong, but because it has not 
found its true root. 
Go back to Bethlehem and to the manger 
—to the Christ child lying low with the 
beasts of the stail, the group of rude shep­ 
herds and 
the 
wise men 
worshiping 
before the iDfant Jesus—and then all the 
universal joy that has flowed from this 
dark 
stable 
in 
the 
inn will 
be all 
right. First, Jesus; then what he does for 
us, and all bis gifts, and the flood of joy 
which he pours out ou a heavy-laden 
world. 
When we can see Him, touch Him, we 


' come to the creator; here we receive the 
| blessed communion that makes as esti- ¡ 
I mate rightly all the meanings of Christmas. 1 
j Then the "frolic of the children, the joy j 
that scatters everywhere, the brightness and ; 
m irth of the season, fall in their proper , 
place, and we can all be children ; then we 
can enjoy all and feel the love and presence 
of Christ prevading all. 
O, light that shone down and artu cd 
the shepherds on the sloping hills of Fal- 
estine, shine down through all the world 
till the glory of the Lord shall fill all the 
earth! Star of B etbleheim ! guide faithful 
souls. Not from the east only, but from 
every quarter and clime to the blessed 
Savior! 0, Prince of Peace, come and fill 
with joy every humble home and troubled 
h e a rt! O, holy angels, ting on and for­ 
ever, telling your alad tidings of salvation, 
till all men shall find and confess Christ, 
and all nations, kindred and tongues shall 
take up and res mnd your song with “Glory 
to God in tha Highest!

LIGHT OB HEAVY BAINS’ 


Signal Officer B arw ick H as an O pinion, 
B u t T h at is Ail. 
“Those were very timely remarks in the 


B c n d a y Ukiok on the prevailing lana fogs 
and the prospect of dry weather,” remarked 
Signal Officer Barwick to a reporter last 
evening. 
“Yes, sir,” he added, “these long-con­ 
tinued land fogs may be regarded a3 a 
pretty sure sign of what we may consider as 
a dry sea‘on. 
I took charge of this station 
in March, 1881, since which time—and in 
fact from tbe first opening of this station 
in July, 1877—the records show but one 
spell of foggv weather that in any m anner 
compares with the present, and that one 
was far afcesd cf this, as tbe following 
records will show. 
■‘Ih a t foggy period was in the year 1881, 
commencing as early a3 November, and 
prevailed from the Oth to the 17lb. 
Each 
morning was foggy, although the sun did 
make ita appearance each afternoon on 
almost every day during the nine davs of 
November fog. but in the December follow­ 
ing there were eleven continuous davs of 
fog and clouds that obscured tbe sun. This 
fogey spell began on December 5th and 
ended on the 15th, making a total of 
eleven days; and, counting the nine davs in 
November, gave us n total of twenty days 
of fog, as against about fifteen foggy and 
cloudy days, combined, for the present 
month. 
"The rec -rda of this office show that the 
season ot ISh3 and 1881 was not a dry one 
by any means for there was precipitated 
24 7S inches cf moisture, 5 inchts over the 
average. 
The amotint tiiet was deposited 
before January I, 1884. was but 2 91 inches, 
as against 3.70 inches for the present season 
to date. 
“From the above comparisons, it is not 
desirable to give positive advice to the 
farmer to plant his low-lying ground earlier 
than usual, for fear he might lose his seed 
and labor also. That Contra Cesta farmer, 
whose rem arks were quoted yesterday 
ought to know by this time that the most 
unreliable thing in California is to judge 
the future weather or rain prospects by the 
past.” 
“You tried that yourself, last season, did 
you not, Sergeant?” the reporter ventured 
to remark. 
“Yes, I had a ssdjexperience in that re­ 
spect,” replied the weathersharp, "for, bv all 
rules of jUuging the future weather by the 
past, last winter should hare been an excep­ 
tionally dry one; but, instead, it was an 
exceedingly wet one, there having been 
over 33 inches of rain measured. 
“The better and safer plan for the farmer 
follow is to take no stock in the coming 
season being a dry one simply because 
there has been so much foggy weather dur­ 
ing the present month, but rather to wait 
and see for themselves and sow and plant 
the usual time. 
“The feggy spell of November and De­ 
cember, 1883, was followed by an exceed­ 
ingly cold January. The lowest tem per­ 
ature recorded was 22°, which is 10° below 
the freezing point. It is to be hoped that 
no such cold weather is in store for this 
part of the Sacramento vallev during the 
coming month of January.” 
‘ Then you do not feel ¡ike venturing an 
unqualified opinion this time, Sergeant ? ’ 
“ Well, I don’t hesitate to say that the in ­ 
dications strongly favor a dry winter—that 
is, not a rainiess one, but one of unusually 
light precipitatiou. Still, there is no guar­ 
antee that such will be the case, and the 
safe thiog to do is to go ahead with (arm­ 
ing and horticultural operations jnst as if 
these land fogs had not occurred.”

E Leake, who was Chief Clerk of 
the Assembly at its last session, was in 
town a couple of evenings ago. 
‘I would like to have you say in your 
paper,” he said to aREcoRD-UmoN reporter, 
“ that, In calling the Assembly together 
this session, I will not summon all the old 
journal, m inute and other clerks, nor the 
watchmen, gate-keepers, and the like. \*ou 
know the law says that the Chief Cletk ot 
the previous session shall attend to the 
temporary organization of the Assembly. 
But it has been the custom for years for «11 
the employes, including the clerks at the 
desk, porlers, gate-keepers, and so on, who 
served at the preceding session, to come 
rushing up to Sacramento, and filliDg their 
old poaitious until the permanent organiza­ 
tion is eflected. Now, this is all nonsense. 
It only takes a couple of days to effect the 
perm anent organization, and then these 
fellows are all dismissed. They only get 
paid for the couple of days they have 
worked, and that doesn’tam ountto enough 
to pay their railroad fare cut of town. 
Many of them have to go around begging 
for enough money to get home on. 
“ I consider it an act of hum anity to keep 
them at hom e; and it will also be a saving 
to the State. They will have nothing ia 
the world to do, as there will only be work 
enough before the permanent organization 
for a m inute clc-rk and a coupies of pages. 
I propose not to follow the custom, and 
will not assign these clerks and employes 
if they come back, so the best thing they 
can do is to stay a', home.”

State Surveyor-General Reichert’s bien­ 
nial report has been published. 
It shows 
that during the last two fiscal years $02,­ 
898 was collected in fees and paid into the 
State Treasury. Referring to delinquent 
interest on State lands, tbe report states 
that suits in foreclosure, instituted because 
of the non payment of the annual interest 
due on State lands, are extremely expensive 
legal proceedings, and long experience ha3 
demonstrated that such suits invariably 
result iu lesa rather than benefit to the 
interest of the State. If the lands are of 
value, the delinquent interest is always 
paid, even though it often amounts to as 
much as the principal. 
On the other 
hand, when the lands revert to the State 
they are found to be of no value whatever, 
and the State suffers the loss of the expense 
of the suit in foreclosure. 
General Reichert recommends that 3ome 
action be taken by the next Legislature 
amending the present law relative to this 
matter and making different provision for 
the payment of the costs iu foreclosure 
suitE, as the present law is unsatisfactory 
to the State departments having to do with 
the m atter and to parties in interest who 
do the wotk, w ttucut knowing whether or 
not their bills will ever be paid. This is 
an im portant matter, he says, and shouid 
receive careful attention from the Legis­ 
lature. 


NATIONAL PAEKS IN CALIFORNIA. 
By recent Acts of Congress 76 square 
mlies, or nearly 50,000 acres of land in 
Tulare county were withdrawn from sei- 
tlemenL occupancy, cr sale under the laws 
of the United States and dedicated and set 
spsrt as a public park or pleasure gronnd 
for the benefit and enjoyment of the peo­ 
ple. 
‘ 
Also, a tract of land comprising 42 town­ 
ships, covering an area of about 1,500 
square miles, beicg approximately 050,000 
acres, situated in Tuoiumne, Mariposa and 
Mono counties, was set apart es á public 
park to be called ' The Y’osemite National 
Park.” 
Some action should be taken bv tbe Leg­ 
islature relative to the State lands em­ 
braced in these reservations. 
Owing to the complicated condition of 
the 500,000-acre grant, General Reichert 
found it necessary to go to W ashington, D. 
C , and lay the matter of the Stale s claim 
before the Department of the Interior, in 
order to secure an adjustm ent between the 
State and the United States. He succeeded 
tn securing the listing to the State of 
5 012 73 100 acres cf land in said grant, 
thus enabling many parties to obtain pat­ 
ents from the State for their lands, which, 
in some cases, had been paid for in full 
years ago, but for which patents could not 
issue, as the land had not been certified to 
the State. 
The expense of the trip, paid by the 
State ($420 50). was fully compensated to 
the State by the settlement of these claims. 
The adjustm ent 
practically 
closes 
the 
grant, tfiere being only a few claims which 
have not as yet reached final determina­ 
tion. 
STATE SCHOOL LANDS. 
Reference is made to the Act of March 
20, 1889, which provides that: "A nv num ­ 
ber of filings on any section of land is here­ 
by permitted and allowed under the pro­ 
visions of this Act. Should the first filing 
be abandoned by the applicant, the next 
filing on such section, in order, shall have 
the same right as if it had been the first 
filicg.” On this subject the Surveyor-Gen­ 
eral says: 
“In my opinion it has resulted in much 
good to the State. No person who desires 
to enter school lands 'for their own use and 
benefit’ objects to making the required de­ 
posit of $20, which can afterward be ap­ 
plied as part payment on the land, and the 
result of the law has been to deter specu­ 
lators from ‘tying up’ a large num ber of 
sections for the small sum cf $10 per vear, 
simply bolding same for speculation,'a n d 
thus prevent legitimate purchasers, and in 
many cases actual settlers, from enteting 
the lands without first purchasing the 
abandonment of such speculator; and in 
many rases ‘agents’ have compelled honte- 
¡ seekers to pay them a large bonus for an 
' invalid claim rather than be put to the 
annoyance and expense of a suit at law. 
In a word, I consider it a good law and its 
practical workings beneficial to the State 
and bona fide purchasers of school lands.” 


STATE IÍOUN DARY LIN E. 
Considerable space is given to the Act of 
tbe Legislature requiring a resurvey of the 
Nevada boundary tine and the reports of 
the engineers who did the work. The 
total expense of m aking this survey and 
all work connected therewith was $4.8*76 33, 
for all of which vouchers have been filed 
and all claims paid. 


THE REYNOLDS AFFAIR. 


W ashington's 
R epectable 
Young Men 
N ot Concerned In It. 
Concerning the statem ent published in 
these columns yesterday morning, as made 
by Jam es Reynolds, who said that himself 
and wife had been maltreated on the pre­ 
ceding night by a gang of roughs near tbe 
town of W ashington, two yoncg men of 
that place called at the R ecord-Union 
office last night and denied that any such 
assault was committed by the young men 
of W ashington. Tney denied’ that Rey­ 
nolds and the woman (who they say is not 
his wife; were pulled irom their cart and 
beaten, and claimed that tbe bruises that 
were on the woman's face were there when 
she made her appearance ia the cart on 
Saturday night. 
These denials were set fortfi in a paper 
which the bearers wished to have pub­ 
lished. They further declared that Rey­ 
nolds is the person who has been employed 
to take care of Y'olo county's leper, and 
thai the woman is a Mrs Coachman, who 
lately served a term in tbe County J a il; 
also that Reynolds and she were “in a 
beastly state of intoxication” on Saturday 
night. 
Admitting that Reynolds is only a leper- 
herder; that the woman is not his wife; 
that W ashington “has as many gentle­ 
m anly youDg men as anv other place,” as 
tbe young men claimed; and admitting 
that the woman was lately an inm ate of 
the County Jail and is without character— 
still no justification has been shown for the 
treatm ent they received while going to 
their cabin on Saturday night. Somebody 
certainly did grossly abuse both tbe man 
and the woman; "and furthermore, they 
were not drunk when they showed up at 
this office at about 11 o’clock. 
They both looked as if they had just 
emerged from a thrashiEg machine with a 
flour mill attachm ent. Their clothing was 
torn, their bodies covered with flour, and 
tbe woman exhibited bruises on her face. 
Neither of them alleged that their assail­ 
ants were young men of 
W ashington. 
They said they were abused by a gang of 
roughs a few hundred yards from the 
bridge and near the railroad. 
Now, if the nice young men of W ashing­ 
ton had no hand in this disgraceful affair, 
for whom do they wish to apologize? It 
would seem that the best thing they can 
do is to let the m atter alone.

Iu a few m onths the 
place became a bustling, busy littie city, 
with many metropolitan features, includ­ 
ing a Stock and Exchange Board and 
other accessories. 
But a few m onths’ efforts to work the 
rich but rebellious ores ptoved futile, and 
the people abandoned the place as rapidly 
as they had flocked into it. Brick stores 
were closed np. and in some instances fine 
dwellings filled with rich furniture were 
left to the mercy of the howling winds and 
fierce lury ot toe winter's storms. 
But one solitaiy inhabitant remained in 
the place—“Old m an” Hartley—and he 
has steid by it through all these’ rears ex­ 
perimenting with various appliances for 
working ores, hoping some day to fiud the 
solution of the problem and thus become 
immensely wealthy.
